Tho mines 
aro oporated alill on a amall scale 
and on a primitive mothod with 
tho service of only hauling. en- 
gines: Tho annual output ia only 
100,000 tons, A briqette fuotory 
is, located nent the mino, but, a8 
atnted above, most of tho ontput 
is shipped by naval transports to 
Tokuyama, where tho Imperial 
Naval Briquotlo Factory is aituat- 
od. There is ink of working the
